By-Laws

Meetings  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays 
of  each  month,  except  July  and  August,  at  8:00 
P.  M.  at  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  Edgerton  Park,  Rochester,  New  York 
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CONSTITUTION 

Article  I.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the 
Rochester  Numismatic  Association,  branch  of  the  Ameri- 
can Numismatic  Association,  and  Numismatic  Section  of 
the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Article  II.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  to 
foster  the  pursuit  of  numismatics  as  a science;  to  cul- 
tivate fraternal  relations  among  collectors  and  stu- 
dents; to  acquire  and  disseminate  numismatic  knowledge; 
to  assist  and  encourage  new  collectors;  and  to  form  and 
maintain  a cabinet  and  library  of  numismatic  specimens 
and  literature  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  members. 

Article  III.  Any  person  of  good  character  who  is 
trustworthy  and  accepted  by  members  of  the  association 
in  accordance  with  the  By-Laws,  may  become  an  active 
member  of  this  association  upon  payment  into  the  trea- 
sury of  annual  dues  as  provided  by  the  By-Laws,  to- 
gether with  any  initiation  fee  which  may  be  current. 

Article  IV.  Section  I.  There  shall  be  three  classi- 
fications of  membership  in  this  association.  They 
shall  be  known  as  Regular  and  Junior  memberships,  which 
shall  be  active;  and  honorary  membership. 

Section  II.  Regular  membership  shall  consist  of  ac- 
tive members  of  twenty-one  years  or  more  who  shall 
have  full  priveleges  and  responsibilities  of  the  as- 
sociation. 

Section  III.  Junior  membership  shall  consist  of  ac- 
tive members  of  seventeen  to  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
inclusively,  who  shall  have  all  the  priveleges  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  association  with  the  exception 
of  voting  and  holding  elective  office. 

Section  IV.  Honorary  membership  shall  consist  of  those 
members  selected  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  a quorum  meet- 
ing of  this  association.  Honorary  members  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  priveleges  of  the  association,  with  the 
exception  of  voting,  but  shall  not  be  amenable  to  ini- 
tiation fees,  dues  or  special  assessments. 
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Article  7.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  con- 
sist of  the  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  trea- 
surer, curator  and  librarian,  who  shall  be  elected  at 
the  first  meeting  in  June  of  each  year,  in  such  manner 
as  is  provided  by  the  By-Laws,  and  who  shall  take  of- 
fice at  the  meeting  next  following  their  election.

Article  71.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  association,  to  preserve 
order,  to  appoint  all  committees,  and  to  assume  such 
further  duties  as  usually  appertain  to  the  presiding 
officers  of  assemblies. 

Article  VII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vice-presi- 
dent to  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  and, 
during  such  absence,  to  perform  the  duties  of  that  of- 
ficer. 

Article  VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to 
keep  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  this  association, 
to  register  the  names  of  the  members,  issue  all  notices 
required,  and  to  do  such  correspondence  as  may  be  or- 
dered . 

Article  TY.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to 
keep  account  of  all  monies  received  and  expended  and  to 
report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  treasury  as  often  as 
shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  association. 

Article  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  curator  to  have 
sole  custody  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  asso- 
ciation* s numismatic  collection,  and  to  arrange  and 
care  for  its  displays.  He  shall  report  as  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  collection  annually  or  as  often  as  shall 
be  required  of  him  by  the  association. 

Article  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  librarian  to 
have  custody  and  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  asso- 
ciation’s library,  and  to  report  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  library  annually  or  as  often  as  shall  be  required 
of  him  by  the  association. 


Article  HI.  Each  of  the  elected  officers  of  this  as 
sociation  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one 
year  If  any  member  shall  take  office  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  any 
officer,  he  shall  hold  that  office  until  the  end  of 
that  fiscal  year. 

Article  XIII.  No  alteration  of  this  constitution,  ei-^ 
ther  by  addition  or  amendment,  shall  he  made  without  at 
least  two  previous  written  notices  of  the  meeting  when 
the  proposed  resolution  for  change  shall  be  acted  upon. 
Action  on  this  resolution  shall  be  taken  only  at  the 
meeting  designated  in  the  written  notices  and  said  re 
solution  may  be  adopted  by  a two-thirds  affinitive 
vote  of  a quorum  of  the  active  membership  of  the  asso- 

ciation. 

Article  XIV.  A quorum  shall  consist  of  at  least  jben^ 
members  or  Twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  active  resident 
membership  in  good  standing,  whichever  is  the  smaller 

number. 
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BY-LAWS 


Article  I.  Section  I.  The  regular  meetings  of  this  as- 
sociation  shall  be  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday 
of  every  month  except  during  July  and  August,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

Section  II.  Special  meetings  of  the  association  shall 
be  ordered  by  the  president  upon  the  written  request  of 
five  or  more  members  or  by  a quorum  of  the  active  mem- 
bership of  the  association  in  regular  meeting. 

Article  II.  All  regular  members  shall  pay  the  sum  of 
two  ri nil  a -ps  per  fiscal  year  in  advance  unless  the  mem- 
ber joins  the  association  on  January  first  or  later  in 
the  fiscal  year,  when  one  dollar  shall  be  full  payment 
for  that  fiscal  year.  All  Junior  members  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  per  fiscal  year  in  advance.  Any  mem- 
ber who  is  three  months  in  arrears  in  his  dues  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  membership  roll. 

Article  III.  Any  member  who  shall  refuse  to  confoim  to 
the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  regulations  of  this  as- 
sociation, or  who  may  conduct  himself  unbefitting  a mem- 
ber of  this  association,  may  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  a 
quorum  meeting,  be  expelled,  but  no  vote  shall  be  taken 
without  previous  written  notice  of  the  resolution  for 
expulsion.  Before  such  vote  is  taken  the  member  under 
vote  shall  be  heard  in  his  own  defense.  In  event  of 
such  member  not  being  present  when  cited  to  appear  and 
not  giving  satisfactory  reason,  he  may  be  expelled  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  quorum  meeting. 

Article  IV.  Election  to  membership  shall  be  unanimous, 
but  all  other  voting,  unless  otherwise  specified,  shall 
be  with  majority  ruling.  Election  of  members  and  offi- 
cers shall  be  by  written  ballot.  All  other  voting 
shall  be  conducted  at  the  option  of  the  members. 

Article  V.  The  fiscal  year  of  this  organization  shall 
be  from  the  last  meeting  in  June  until  the  last  regular 
meeting  in  June  of  the  subsequent  year. 


Article  VI.  Section  I.  All  committees  ordered  by  vote 
of  this  association  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president; 
all  members  appointed  on  said  committees  must  act  unless 
excused  by  a vote  of  the  association. 

Section  II.  The  president  shall  appoint  a membership 
enmmittRR  consisting  of  five  members.  All  applications 
for  membership  to  the  association  shall  be  read  in  open 
meeting  and  then  referred  to  the  membership  committee 
who  shall  investigate  each  prospective  member  and  shall 
bring  before  the  association  within  two  meetings  any 
applications  presented  to  them,  together  with  their  re- 
spective report.  All  applications  for  membership  shall 
be  acknowledged  and  all  applicants  advised  as  to  the 
action  taken  on  their  request  for  membership.  The  mem- 
bership committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  new  members  in  the  policies  of  the  association 
and  shall  supply  them  with  a copy  of  the  constitution 
and  furnish  them  with  information  on  the  advantages  of- 
fered by  the  association.  The  membership  committee 
shall  be  responsible  for  contacting  ill  or  unfortunate 
members. 

Section  III.  The  president  shall  appoint  a nominating 
committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  on  the  last  reg- 
ular meeting  in  April.  Nominations  for  officers  shall 
be  open  the  last  regular  meeting  in  May  and  remain  open 
until  election  begins.  A double  slate  for  each  office 
shall  be  presented  by  the  nominating  committee  and 
other  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor. 

Article  VII.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a major- 
ity  vote,  written  notice  of  intention  for  such  altera- 
tion or  amendment  having  been  given  one  meeting  previous.

Mr.  Jack  Cohen  of  the  Election  Procedures  Committee 
stated  that  the  committee  had  no  report  on  election  pro- 
ceedures  to  make  at  this  time,  also  that  the  committee  had 
met  but  had  not  as  yet  been  able  to  reach  any  conclusions* 

This  concluded  the  old  business. 

Under  the  head  of  new  business,  Mr.  Ployd  B.  Newell, 
re-elected  president,  asked  Mr.  George  Bauer  to  officiate 
at  the  installation  of  the  new  officers  for  the  year  194$- 
194$if  Mr.  Bauer  thereupon  called  the  following  officers 
and,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  installed  them  into  their 
respective  positions:

The  retiring  secretary,  John  W,  Miller,  then  introduced 
a letter  from  Stack’s,  New  York  City  announcing  the  publica- 
tion of  a monthly  periodical  and  asking  for  a list  of  the 
names  and  addresses  and  coin  interests  of  all  collectors  in 
the  club.  After  some  discussion  concerning  club  policy,  it 
was  moved  by  Mr.  Hutchinson  and  seconded  by  Dr.  B.  B.  King 
that  the  secretary  be  order  to  notify  Stack's  that  the  club 
issued  membership  lists  to  club  members  only.

first  regular  meeting  in  September.

The  President  then  called  for  a vote  on  this  motion 
and  the  results  were  inconclusive.  The  President  then 


called  for  a show  of  hands.  The  results  were,  for  the 
Ayes  12  votes;  for  the  Nays  3 votes.  The  President  then 
declared  that  the  motion  was  carried.

The  obverse  shows  the  head  of  a woman  and  a child  and  the 
reverse  presents  the  symbolic  story  pf  Promethus  Bound. 

The  discussion  of  thepedal  took  the  place  of  a paper* 

There  being  no  further  busineds,  the  club  dispensed  with 
the  raffle  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned  to  the  auction.
